A RIVEB DISASTER. 


D estruction of a Steam er iu A labam a 
anti Loss o f Life. 


M o b i l e , December Cuth.—News was re­ 
ceived here late last night of the burning 
o f the steamer Bradish Johnson, used as a 
boarding house at Jackson, 011 the liigbee 
river, eleven miles 
above 
Mobile, on 
W ednesday nigbt. The Johnson was lying 
with her nose in the bank, and the gang­ 
plank out. 
A. C. Yeall, one of the bosses, 
gave the following description of the tire : 
“ 1 had just gone to bed, when I heard a 
cry of ’ F ire !’ I rushed out into the cabin. 
There had been a party of men there play­ 
ing cards, and they saw the smoke rising. 
W hen I came into the cabin the lire 
seemed to he in t lie state-room att of the 
pantry, on tbe port side. The negroes 
were mostly lodged on the lower deck. 
They all came running forward, about the 
same tim e we got there. The vessel burned 
very fast, and was a solid mass of flames in 
a moment. 'When 1 had reached the bank 
I turned around and saw the pilot-house 
fall in with the negroes. They lied up the 
bank in a mob and rushed to the woods, 
where 
they huddled 
like 
frightened 
sheep, and could 
not 
be 
persuaded 
to come down 
again 
to 
the 
boa’. 
They knew that some of their num ber were 
lost in the burning boat, and they aje 
seemingly superstitious about it. 
They 
did not W ant to go near the place. The 
boat became a mass of llames and burned 
for about an hour, when she sank, nothing 
but the jackstatf remaining out of the 
water. 
"As soon as I got ashore there was a report 
that there were men in the water on the 
other side of thtr steamer. Skills were 
m anned and sent to their rescue. They 
picked up Mr. Dalv. one of the Carson 
men, ami William Neal. 
An Englishm an 
in one of tbe skills had two negroes right 
near him , but they sauk out of sight. 
There is no telling just how many lost 
their lives in the tireand in the river. Some 
say that ten others are missing,.hut ali that 
I know of are two negroes—Lewis Adams 
and Benjamin Bush—who were drowned, 
and two white men missing. 1 think two 
other white men were burned with the 
bow, and there m ust have been others, for 
I don’t think they had a chance to be 
awakened and then escape.”

Prom oters of the speculation have 
trumpeted Cleveland's acceptance of the 
post of Honorary Vice-President, which 
somehow became transferred into Honorary 
President. They hove not thought it worth 
while to give any notoriety to his w ith­ 
drawal. 
But the facts are that Cleveland 
was induced to accept the post by two rep­ 
resentations, both false.

These misrepresentations 
were brought to Cleveland’s notice. He 
was further warned that his nam e was be­ 
ing used in order to induce English and 
Americans to believe that the American 
Government had some official connection 
with the enterprise.

A Him Crushed Itcneirth Cars in Sun Luis 
O bispo. 
Paso R obles, December 30th.—Yesterday 
at about L y. m ., A. A. Grismore, foreman 
of the carpenters in the employ of the rail­ 
road. who had been to San Miguel on busi­ 
ness, boarded the construction train lor the 
purpose of coming to Paso Robles. 
W hen 
the train was a short distance south of San 
Miguel he attempted to pass from one fiat 
car to another. He slipped on a chip and 
fell on the tra.rk, one truck passing over 
his left leg and arm, crushing both, the leg 
from tbe knee down. 
H e was taken back 
to San Miguel, where medical assistance 
was given, but he gradually sunk until 
death came to hie relief, at about 8 o'clock 
the sam e evening.

applies to army service, which would lift 
the departm ent out of the dom ain of 
politics and bring it up to the level of a 
gentlemanly and honorable “ profession,” 
in which faithfulness and efficiency alone 
should lie the stepping-stones to idvance- 
ment, and the converse of which alone 
should lie cause for removal. 
“Exemption 
of certain property from taxation ” is an 
evil not applying to California methods 
and we therefore pass it. 
“The purchasing 
by corporations of franchises and priv­ 
ileges” by doing obeisance to the venal de­ 
mands of local legislators. 
The security 
of the city in such cases is to be found only 
in the personnel of the city government, 
and whicli brings us back to the original 
proposition—that, to secure adm inistra­ 
tors independent and of* the best order, 
untrammeled by pledge or obligation, and 
not liable to be corrupted or mortgaged, 
municipal government should be cut loose 
from party control. 
An effort in this di­ 
rection, although applying to all com­ 
munities, was recently considered in these 
columns, and will take form before the 
Legislature about to assemble, in a bill by 
a Senator, for reform in our election sys­ 
tem, and which is 
intended to make 
literal the “ casting ” of a ballot, prevent 
fraudulent “ scratching,” and the “ putting 
up ” of precincts in prim ary elections. 


EFFORTS TO REFORM MUNICIPAL GOV­ 
ERNMENT. 


Few questions 
of political economy 
have been more frequently or more intelli­ 
gently debated recently than th at of mis­ 
m anagement in m unicipal government. 
Ju st now the chief metropolis of the P a­ 
cific coast is wrestling w ith the subject, 
and struggling for reform through the aid 
of a Board of Freeholders which is con­ 
structing a new charter, and this gives the 
subject local interest. 
Among the more 
forcible and exhaustive monographs touch­ 
ing the subject is th at by M r. Crandon in 
the Popular Science Monthly. 
It is a hope­ 
ful sign th at such discussion is engaged in, 
and th at the people follow it with interest. 
I t is, however, one-sided, since there lias 
not as yet appeared any advocate of pres­ 
ent systems, or any to excuse the confessed 
misgovernment. 
Mr. Crandon points out th at great cities 
are essential to the development of influ­ 
ential national life. 
If the people realize 
this truth, how shall we account for the 
woeful neglect to reform the abuses that 
have grown up in cities? 
Probably it is 
not due to lack of interest in the national 
life, or because of non-conviction of duty 
hut rather to the lack of courage which 
lias its root in self-interest. 
He must be a 
brave man, indeed, who invites the pun­ 
ishm ent misgovernment will visit upon 
those who attem pt to oust it from power. 
Crandon holds, and correctly, th at with 
all our advancement there has developed 
nothing th at can be called the science of 
municipal government. 
The 
evils 
of 
m unicipal misgovernment are, first, the 
legitim ate fruit of systems in themselves 
vicious, and to be remedied only by radical 
change in government m achinery ; second, 
those resulting from abuse and corrupt 
use of proper and beneficent agencies, and 
to be remedied only by keeping the con­ 
trol in the bauds of the best citizens. 
H erein the essayist has diagnosed the case. 
W hat specifics, then, should lie adopted ? 
The sim pler answer apparently is : 
“ R e­ 
form the m achinery as required, in the 
first place ; transfer the control into the 
licst hands, in the second.” 
It is easy to 
point the way upward, hut a difficult task 
to make the ascent. 
Let us see how Mr. Crandon would 
accomplish it. 
By general and compre­ 
hensive acts of incorporation in place of 
special charters. 
The latter arc generally 
answers to special demands of individuals, 
and become presently 
patchwork 
and 
means for the designing, of which char­ 
acter are most separate Boards of control 
and commissions for the departm ents of citv 
government—as tire, water, police and so 
on. in a subdivision w ithout end of sup­ 
plemental 
legislation 
aim ing to meet 
pressing needs and to “ head off” ras­ 
cality. 
Chicago, wearying of these ad- 
dendums to her charter, snrtendered them 
all for a general charter, in which a single 
body is held responsible for m unicipal gov­ 
ernment, and the executive is directly re­ 
sponsible for the adm inistration. 
It lias 
bettered, not cured ; but that proves, he 
thinks,only how a good agent may lieoome 
prostituted to evil. 
New York and Brook­ 
lyn have advanced in this direction of lo­ 
calizing responsibility, and Boston is tend­ 
ing in her policy to the same end—th at is, 
to a system that enables the people to 
locate misgovernment and say, “ Thou art 
the man.” 


But, however, good a system, it must lie 
put into the hands of good and true men. 
T hat would mean precisely that which 
the R e c o r h - U x io n has uniformly con­ 
tended for—divorcement of municipal gov­ 
ernm ent from party control; the conduct 
of city bustne¡« on the principles obtaining 
in well-conducted private enterprises. The 
idea that public interests can lie cared for 
by any one must be abandoned, and ca­ 
pacity made superior to political servitude. 
B u t how can this e n d -he attained? 
T hat is the one important and as vet un­ 
solved problem. 
Crandon leaves its solu­ 
tion for a subsequent paper. 
Meanwhile 
wc may ans ver for ourselves bv tli 


THE JURY SYSTEM. 


The ju ry system is not all it should b e ; 
it permits avoidance of duty by classes 
that should have most interest in its purity 
and efficiency. 
But complaining debate 
and groping in the midst of a host of con­ 
flicting suggestions of its ills, will not lead 
to reform. 
T he discussion in the press 
just now on this topic, is doleful and not at 
all vigorous. 
The thing to do, the evil 
being freely laid bare, is to take lip 
methods of reform, discuss them calmly 
but w ith vigor, and cease bemoaning pres­ 
ent conditions. 
Defective as is the system, 
it is not half so bad as is “made out.” 
For 
it is the easiest of m atters to find fault and 
point out defects, but vastly more difficult 
to apply remedies and suggest specifics. 
The ju ry system is up to the level of con­ 
trolling public sentim ent now, else it could 
not endure. 
If it were below the plane of 
the general public conscience it would not 
have been tolerated so long as it has. 
Public sentim ent is at fault, anil hence the 
system is defective. 
An essential step in 
advance would be to make an effort to 
bring public thought a pace beyond com­ 
plaining, and this is to be done by ration­ 
ally convincing it of the need of reform for 
its own good. 
W hen men are once shown 
th at improvement of the ju ry system 
means 
less 
litigation, 
exactitude 
in 
the adm inistration of justice, greater cer­ 
tainty in the execution of the law’s de­ 
crees, less expense in the conduct and 
m aintenance of courts, and lessened taxa­ 
tion, they will fortify such legislation as 
will apply correctives. 
The ju ry system 
has not, as a San Francisco contemporary 
suggests is possibly true, outlived its use­ 
fulness. 
On the contrary, no acceptable 
substitute for it has yet been proposed, and 
until th at is done it justifies its right to be 
m aintained. 
H um an judgm ent must arbi­ 
trate in all conflicts between m en; the 
method of tiie process involves a ju rv of 
twelve or less, or a unanimous or a m a­ 
jority verdict. 
I t involves methods th at 
may be employed in securing competent 
arbitrators, and in hedging them about 
w ith guards against corruption. 
But so 
long as men must judge between men, a 
ju ry system will exist, in one form or 
another. 


PERNICIOUS DOCTRINE. 


Says the New Orleans States: 
“ The 
Baltimore j-eporter who, despite the order 
of a Court, refused to divulge the name of 
a man who had given him some informa­ 
tion in confidence, has commanded the 
sym pathy and respect of the people of 
that city.” 
Possibly; 
but neither the 
Baltimore nor any other newspaper man 
should be justified in defiance of the law 
of the land that assures liiui in all 
the 
rights and priviliges he enjoys. 
The con­ 
fidential relation between reporter 
and 
news informant in defeat of legal pro­ 
ceedin's, is 
not 
one 
recognized 
by 
the law. 
Both parties having this knowl­ 
edge, no wrong is done to either when pub­ 
lic justice demands disclosure. 
Any other 
rule than this gives to the press free 
license to liliel, to assail character, vilify 
men and women, and not only to impede 
the current of justice, but absolutely direct 
the course it shall take. 
If a newspaper 
alleges a crime to have been committed, 
and stands ready to furnish to the officers 
of the law the necessary proofs to establish 
the truth of the charge, it should not be 
required to disclose its informant, where 
surii disclosure will violate the confidence 
under which the information was had, for 
to do so would be to prevent such exposures 
being made. 
If the paper is not prepared 
to do this, it must take the consequences. 
In ail other cases where it 
is 
clear 
that 
disclosure 
is 
in 
the 
interests 
of good 
government, the press should 
conserve 
the 
methods 
of justice 
by 
refusing 
to 
lie 
a 
party to any 
se­ 
crecy the law of the land commands 
shall be unlocked. 
T his same doctrine of 
the press 
“ confidential relation,” as op­ 
posed to the decrees of the Courts of the 
land, has been paraded in San Francisco, 
and, if we remember aright, the Courts 
have bent before it—the more shame to 
them and the greater punishm ent unjustly 
visited upon the laws of the people.

A BRIEF GLANCE AT ITS ORIGIN 


AND HISTORY. 


The M ost A ncient o f all Fraternal 
Societies—Som e o f Its Im ­ 
pressive Teaching. 


[Address by Professor W. \V. A nderson, Sacra­ 
' m ento, at the recent St. Jo h n 's Day install­ 
ation scrvices.J 
There was a tim e when what was old was 
venerated because of its antiquity. Myths 
were cherished as truths, or at least as 
beautiful colorings of events transacted in 
the hoary past. W hat boy has not been 
thrilled by the picture of the motionless 
Roman Senators seated on their curule 
chairs, and the rude, plundering Gauls 
gazing awestruck on them as though the 
gods themselves had taken possession of 
the deserted forum ? W ho of us has not 
felt the blood leap and tingle through our 
veins as we saw, real as life, the brutal 
Gessler and his retinue, the heroic bowman 
Tell, and his no less heroic boy ? Did we 
not in our younger days enter joyously into 
the wild freaks, and wonderingly admire 
and applaud the sturdy feats of Robin 
flood ? These are only specimens of the 
m any stories of the long ago that fed our 
fancy, and fostered m anly thoughts and 
m anly deeds. Nor did the narrators, as a 
rule, doubt their truth more than we. 
Those days have gone. The iconoclastic 
spirit of the age has smashed our idols. 
Those who to us were life and blood, have 
become as shadowy and unreal as the 
ghosts of dreams that once haunted us in 
the dark and lonesome hours of some silent 
night. 
This has been brought about by several 
causes. The restless, bustling activity of 
our people, compelled by circumstances to 
discard past methods anil to cultivate the 
practical and real, at too great a sacrifice of 
the refining and ideal, has done m uch to 
develop a spirit of captious doubt and cav­ 
iling unbelief. Then the habit of consci­ 
entious rejection of what is unsupported by 
indubitable evidence, the laborious re­ 
search, the profound learning that charac­ 
terize the authorities of to-day in ail depart­ 
m ents of hum an knowledge, have de­ 
throned many who once held kingly sway 
over hum an credulity. The stories of Greece 
and of Rome have disappeared from the 
pages of history, or are treated only as 
m yths—beautiful but untrue. 
Even the 
very existence of the noble Tell is denied, 
anil Robin Hood stands before us rather a 
rough highwayman than an avenging out­ 
law. 
We need not wonder, then, that the un­ 
initiated smile when we attem pt to trace 
Free Masonry to days beyond the dark 
ages of medieval history. There are even 
Masons who smile incredulously at allu­ 
sions to the far-away past in our beautiful 
ritual. 
Solomon, K ing of Israel, and 
Hiram , King of Tyre, they m ust accept as 
real, unless they reject the truth of the 
Holy Bible, in which they have been obli­ 
gated—and no Mason good and true can 
do that. A dm itting their existence, how­ 
ever, 
they 
would, if they spoke the 
thoughts of their hearts, dispute the right 
to call them Masons. As for H iram , of 
the tribe of Naphtali, the widow’s son, his 
history is a m yth in their opinion—a 
fiction used to convey wholesome instruc­ 
tion in an impressive and solemn m anner. 
It is, however, true that the Order is not 
of modern date. 
We m ay stand in our 
Lodge-roorus, and looking upon our em­ 
blems, know certainly that these have been 
used as we now use them in speculative 
Masonry for upwards of 170 y ears; and in 
operative Masonry they have been used 
practically for the same purposes for up­ 
wards of 1,500 years. 
Speculative Masonry, as it now exists, is 
of English origin, anil dates from the sev­ 
enteenth century. The first Grand Lodge 
was held in London in 1717. But men who 
were not operative Masons had long before 
that date been connected with Masonic or­ 
ganizations. Charles the Second, who as­ 
cended the English throne in 1000, was a 
Mason ; so, also, at a later date, was W illiam 
III., the hero of the Orangmen. But long 
prior to this H enry VII., the shrewd, clear­ 
headed founder of the Tudor dynasty, 
was the Grand Master of the Masons in 
England. 
There is also evidence that 
H enry VI., the last of the Lancastrians, 
was a Mason. 
This admission of men who were not 
operative masons dates as far back as the 
beginning of the fourth century, if not 
earlier. 
As men began to build churches 
from pious or other motives, the masonic 
bodies became more and more influential. 
In consideration of the services rendered 
by the masons in constructing those noble 
specimens of Gothic architecture, which 
are yet the adm iration of the world, m any 
orivileges were accorded them . They were 
specially exempted from various burden­ 
some laws and regulations. 
For instance, 
growing out of the state of vassalage, 
which prevailed in all European countries 
until about the dose of the twelfth or 
thirteenth century, men in England, as 
elsewhere, were attached to the soil on 
which they were born. They could not be 
sold and removed to anolhi r manor, but 
they could not of their own accord remove 
from one parish, or from one county to 
another. But as masons were in constant 
demand in the erection of public edifices, 
it was necessary to congregate a num ber of 
of them wherever such buildings were 
being erected. 
As soon as one building 
was completed, unless another was to be 
erected in the same locality, it was neces­ 
sary th at 
the 
masons 
should 
be at 
liberty to 
remove, 
to travel into for­ 
eign 
countries, 
work, 
and receive a 
master mason’s wages. For the sake of this 
freedom, men who were not masons fre­ 
quently sought admission to the order; and 
when such men, either from their ability 
and attainm ents, or from their exalted 
position in society, were able, in return, to 
confer benefit upon the Masonic fraternity, 
they were glady welcomed and initiated 
into the mysteries of the craft. 
Members 
so admitted were said to be "accepted,” and 
in consequence of the exemptions referred 
to, the masons were spoken of as “ free.” 
Hence arose the term, “ free and accepted 
mssons.” 
The m igratory life to which I 
have already referred, necessitated the erec­ 
tion of tem porary buildings where the 
craftsmen m ight reside while engaged in 
the erection of any structure. This accounts 
for the use of the term “lodge,” which was 
at, once the tem porary house and the place 
of meeting and the place for initiation ol 
new members. 
W hen the general diffusion of some 
knowledge of the craft, and the vast in­ 
crease in buildings of an interior character 
necessarily caused many to be employed 
in building who were not members of the 
fraternity; and when tLe operatives for 
these and other reasons caused by social 
changes were much less under the neces­ 
sity ot traveling about, and were allowed 
more liberty in doing so. operative Masonry 
as a secret society virtually ceased to e x ist; 
and the organization, as already stated, 
became entirely speculative in character. 
It was at this time that many of the docu­ 
m ents in the archives of the Order were 
destroyed. 
Documentary evidence of the 
ancient rites and ceremonies of the Masonic 
fraternity extending back 
through the 
Middle Ages, and the days of imperial 
Rome and the sad days of Jewish cap­ 
tivity tip to the days of Solomon’s magnifi­ 
cence aud glory, cannot therefore be found. 
Tradition, however, does carry us back so 
far; and explorations and antiquarian re­ 
search in Egypt—that wonderful country 
of startling wonders—show Masonic em ­ 
blems on m any rem ains of Egypt’s happier 
days, when the proud Pharaohs wielded 
the scepter. These emblems, however, may 
be otil v emblems of the m athematical skill 
and learning which characterized that coun­ 
try in those prosperous days. But tradition, 
fortified by historical allusions, carries us 
back to the formation of the College of 
Architects in Rome, in the reign of Numa 
Pompilius. True, sceptical historians doubt 
the existence of any of the seven Kings of 
Rome. They regard the so-called reigns as 
fables, containing a hopeless entanglement 
of truth and fiction, regarding events ex­ 
tending over a somewhat lengthy period, 
but culm inating in the abolition of m on­ 
archy. Even granting that view, there has 
been no period better fitted for the forma­ 
tion of an honorable society or order com- 
pi sed of architects, master masons, jour­ 
neymen masons, and apprentices, than that 
golden age—that truly golden age—of Ro­ 
man history, during which the city ceased 
to be a collection of rude huts, inhabited 
by refugees and exiles from neighboring 
tribes. This carries us back to about 100 
years before the Christian era. 
Beyond this satisfactory tradition fails 
us. There are allusions and hints and 
glimpses that give strong probability to the 
story so often told in Masonic Lodges. 
Certainly some mode of organization would 
be necessary during the building of Solo­ 
m on's Temple and of the other structures 
which he erected. 
As we know, at an early period of Ro­ 
m an history the city fell under the con- 


troling influence cf E truria. T hat influence 
permeated the nation, and dom inated Ro­ 
man religious thought for hundr.ed3 of 
years. 
Under its influence m ystery sur­ 
rounded religious rites, and all undertak­ 
ings were begun under favorable auspices— 
if 
begun 
at 
all. 
It 
requires 
no 
stretch 
ot 
imagination, 
therefore, 
to 
conceive that the admission of apprentices 
to masonry, and the transaction of business 
in connection with the craft, were preceded 
by ceremonies intended to propitiate the 
deities thev worshiped, and to ward off all 
profane from the precincts of their lodge- 
room, or temple. 
It would be passing 
strange if such were not the case. The open 
ing and closing ceremonies of the lodge, 
and the preparatory steps in the different 
degrees, show traces of this Etrurian influ­ 
ence. The inquiry made whether all pres­ 
ent are entered apprentices, fellow-craft, or 
master m asons; 
the instructions given to 
the Junior Deacon and T yler; the circum- 
am bulation of tlie lodge-room during the 
conferring of the degrees, are all Etrurian 
in their origin, whether adopted at the be­ 
ginning of tlie order in Rome, or grafted on 
at a later date from Etrurian religious rites, 
m atters little. 
There are evidences of Grecian and Egyp­ 
tian, and probably of Median influences in 
the different parts of our rites. The Jewish 
origin is so plainly seen in the sublime de­ 
gree of Master Mason, that no one can fail 
to recognize it. 
The design of this degree is to teach the 
great doctrine of the resurrection of the 
body and the im m ortality of the soul. The 
pagan nations of antiquity had an abiding 
faith in a life beyond. 
But it was not a 
faith founded on a sure word of prophecy. 
The Jew s—the sole custodians of Goid’s re­ 
vealed will—had clearer views and brighter 
hopes. It is in the degree of a Master Ma­ 
son, therefore, that the influence of their 
teachings is most strongly felt. In it we 
are rem inded of our trials, our bufferings 
and our temptations, requiring unceasing 
watchfulness, 
unswerving 
fidelity, 
un­ 
flinching courage. 
But we are also taught 
that though the body may decay and fade 
away, the sonl never d ies; and that we 
may lay our bodies down in the assurance 
that in the fullness of rime the Supreme 
Ruler of the Universe, the Alm ighty Grand 
Master Himself, will raise us from the dust 
and corruption of the tomb, to the enjoy­ 
m ent of endless life in the c.-lestial lodge 
where H e presides in His infinite glory and 
majesty. 
W e are taught, however, that this adm is­ 
sion to the Supreme Lodge beyond the 
valley of the shadow of death can only be 
achieved through fidelity to the trust re­ 
posed in us. As no Entered Apprentice can 
become a Fellow Craft unless he discharges 
his duties as an Entered A pprentice: and 
as no Fellow Craft can become a Master 
Mason who has not faithfully learned and 
discharged his duties as a Fellow Craft, so 
no one of us, unless we qualily ourselves 
in the appointed way—unless through trial, 
through suffering, through hum ble sub­ 
mission and meek obedience, we have been 
transformed from rough ashlars to perfect 
ashlars—can ever be lively stones in that 
temple not made by hands,' eternal in the 
heavens. 
These lessons Masonry has always taught. 
No one who has been raised to the sublime 
degree of Master Mason can forget the sol­ 
emn lessons of that hour. 
They abide 
with him through all subsequent life. 
If 
they do not bear appropriate and beautiful 
fruit, he is false to the teachings of the 
order, false to his sacred vows, false to his 
God. 
These teachings, forming from time im ­ 
memorial an inherent part of the highest 
rites of our fraternity, give more than prob­ 
ability to the Masonic tradition so oft re­ 
peated in every iodge in every clime. 
W hen, therefore, we speak of onr ancient 
brethren, it is no idle tfiought that carries 
us back through the dim p a st; that finds 
beneath the medieval operative Mason's 
apron the knight's coat of mail, the cowl 
of the learned m onk and the m iter of his 
bishop, a Mason's heart, bound by sacred 
bonds and solemn vows to his brethren, 
aud responsive to their calls for com fort and 
for help. It is no delusive dream that 
causes us to recognize as our patrons, St. 
John the Evangelist—the ideal of gentle­ 
ness and love ; and S t/Jo h n the Baptist— 
the ideal of fiery zeal and m anly courage. 
It is not mere idle fancy that enrolls as 
brothers good and true, Solomon, K ing of 
Israel; H iram , King of T y re; and that 
other H iram , so skillful, so nobly grand in 
character. 
Verily, he “ being dead, vet 
speaketh.” 
W hatever feelings may justly be evoked 
when we stand in the presence of relics of 
the far away past, these feelings we should 
cherish as members of an ancient and hon­ 
orable order. 
We are members of an order 
that has survived the wreck of empires, the 
upheaval of society, the blotting out of one 
civilization, the darkness and chaos of a 
long transition period, and the birth and 
onward m arch of a newer, better, purer 
civilization. 
We have been instructed in 
lessons that have done much to m aintain 
peace and good will among men. And as 
civilization marches on, Masonry keeps 
equal steps with her progress. Generations 
have come and gone. The best and truest 
in each successive generation have been 
“ brothers.” 
Standing here to-night on 
this festival of St. John the Evangelist, as 
we look back through the aisles of the past, 
we see a noble line of “ brothers”—broth­ 
ers from the cottage and from the palace— 
brothers whose horny hands and sinewy 
forms tell of arduous toil; brothers whose 
pale, thoughtful 
faces tell of studious 
lives; brothers whose flashing eye3 and 
strong features tell of stirring deeds in be­ 
half of fellow m an. Looking down through 
the aisles of the future, we see passing 
through the guarded portals, trusting in 
God, men who will proudly wear without a 
stain this honorable badge—the lambskin 
apron. 
W e are the heirs of a noble past. 
W e are in the m idst of an inspiring pres­ 
ent. W c see before us a grand, a glorious 
future.

REMOVAL 
OF LOGAN’S REMAINS 


TO 
THE 
CAPITOL. 


The Casket Subm ersed in Flow ers 
—A rrangem ents for the 
F uneral To-day. 


| BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


Use no violence, nor do in haste that 
w hich cannot be undone. 


W a sh in g to n , December 30th.—A sheet 
of fresh-fallen snow covered the ground 
this morning, and the skies were overcast 
and somber. A t the Logan mansion, all 
preparations for the removal of the dead 
statesman had been perfected during the 
night. The rem ains lay still in the cham ­ 
ber where the General died, but had been 
placed in the casket. They are clad for 
burial in the General’s ordinary citizen's 
dress of black. 
Upon the left breast are 
the badges of the Fifteenth A rm y Corps, 
with the legend, “ Forty Rounds,” the 
Grand A rm y and the Loyal Legion, and 
upon the lapel are the buttons of the Grand 
Arm y and the Loyal Legion. The elab­ 
orately-draped receptacle, whose hermetic 
inner casing of copper was concealed by 
its quilted lining of creamy sarin, and 
whose plate-glass top is not yet in position, 
was designed to reveal the entire length of 
the form. A square plate of silver in the 
middle of the cover bears this inscription ; 
“ John A. Logan, United States Senator. 
Born February 9, 1826; died December 26, 
1886.” 
Floral pillows, w ith legends, crosses 
and anchors, and other appropriate em ­ 
blems were placed near the casket and 
about the room. 


LAST OFFICES PERFORM ED. 
At 1 o’clock the undertaker and his as­ 
sistant withdrew, when the immediate 
family were sum m oned, and for a brief 
rime were alone with their dead. 
The lids 
were fastened in place, the ample folds of 
the garrison Hag were arranged about the 
casket and tied in place w ith ribbons of 
white, white flowers and palm branches 
were placed on its top. The last offices of 
love and respect were performed by the 
loving hands of the only son. 


T H E LEA VE-TAKING, 
All being in readiness for thc more 
formal but private leave-taking, the doors 
were opened, and the widow, supported by 
her sun, and followed by her daughter and 
husband, her grandson and other relatives 
and nearer friends of the deceased, to the 
num ber of fifteen or twenty, entered. Mrs. 
Logan knelt, sobbing, at ilic head of the 
casket, and when the others had entered 
and the door had been closed, the voice of 
the pastor was raised in prayer. There was 
a m oment of silence, broken only by the 
sobs of the stricken ones, and tlie son ten­ 
derly raised the almost fainting form of the 
widow and led her away. 
Remaining 
friends paused for a last sight of the beloved 
features, and w ith their departure ended 
the family’s custody of the statesm an’s re­ 
mains. 
MOVING TO T H E CAPITOL. 
The Congressional Committee now took 
formal charge of the remains. The Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms superintended the closing of 
the casket, and its slow and orderly removal 
from the chamber of death down stairs, the 
way between the lines of the uncovered es­ 
cort and its placing in the hearse. 
Fifes 
and muffied drum s sounded the salute, 
which merged itself into the air o f” Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” and at the word “ F or­ 
ward !” the hearse, preceded by the pastor's 
carriage alone, surrounded by platoons of 
Grand Army men in uniform, and followed 
by a long procession of carriages, moved 
slowly down the hill to tl»e Capitol. 


TH E BODY IN STATE. 
The funeral cortege arrived at theCapitol 
at 1:30, am id the silence of thousands of 
persons who had assembled in the rotunda. 
The casket was then placed upon the bier 
prepared for its reception, 
ln accordance 
with the arrangements, there was no serv­ 
ice of any kind, and the people present 
were requested to withdraw until 2 o’clock, 
when the lid of the casket will be opened 
and the public be perm itted to view the 
remains. 


ARRANGING FOR TH E FUNERAL. 


W a sh in g to n . December 30th.—The fol­ 
lowing orders for the formation and con­ 
duct of the funeral procession was made 
to-day ; 
W a sh in g to n , December 30, 1886. 
The Marshal announces the following 
orders and arrangements for tlie formation 
and movements of the funeral procession 
of the late Senator John A. Logan on F ri­ 
day, December 31, 1886: 
1—The First Division will assemble on 
the plaza east of the Capitol at 12 o’clock, 
noon, and be formed in line facing west, 
with its right resting opposite the Senate 
wing. 
2—The Second Division, consisting en­ 
tirely of carriages, will be parked at the 
plaza east of the Capitol. 
3—The T hird Division will assemble on 
First street and Indiana avenue at 12:30 
o’clock p. m ., and be formed in line facing 
east, w ith its right resting on Ii street. 
4—Im m ediately on thc conclusion of tlie 
ceremonies the First and Second Divisions 
will move successively from the plaza 
around the north front of the Capitol to 
Pennsylvania avenue. The Third Division 
will move into column when its right is 
uncovered by tlie Second Division. The 
m ilitary organizations of the First Division 
will be formed into columns by companies 
or platoons after turning into Pennsylva­ 
nia avenue, and the colum n will move to 
Rock Creek Cemetery. 
The organization of divisions and order 
of procession will be as follows : Lieuten­ 
ant-General P. H . Sheridan, Marshal; Chief 
of Slail, Brevet Brigadier-General Albert 
Ordway, of the United States Volunteers.

An order was issued at the Interior De­ 
partm ent to-day allowing all members of 
the Grand Army employed in that depart­ 
ment, who wish to attend the funeral, to be 
absent all day to-morrow.

Billy Meyer knocked out Charles Daly 
in the thirty-second round of a prize-fight 
at Woodford, 111., Wednesday. 
There is some talk among Senator Came­ 
ron's friends in Pennsylvania of booming 
him into prominence as a Presidential can­ 
didate. 
The A nthony divorce case was before the 
Court in Oroville yesterday on application 
for alim ony and counsel fees. The case 
was heard with closed doors. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway has been 
notified by the Im perial Government that 
twelve 80-ton guns for the defense of Vic­ 
toria, B. C.. are now being constructed at 
the W oolwich Arsenal, and that they will 
be ready for transportation over the road 
by April next. 
P. G. Brown, a well-known surveyor, 
was arrested on W ednesday in Los Angeles 
as insane. The unfortunate m an assumed 
an eccentric turn of m ind some tim e ago, 
but was not considered harm ful until re­ 
cently, when he was kept under the sur­ 
veillance of friends. 
Gussie Yeaton, the girl charged with 
arson in setting fire to the residence of Mrs. 
Ludwig, in Cottonwood, in the southern 


part of Shasta county, som etim e since, had 
an exam ination on W ednesday, and was 
held to answer for trial before tiie Superior 
Court in the January term.

In te r estin g lte llc s from th e B o y a l S avage. 
On October 10, 1776, the waters of Lake 
Champlain floated fleets of American and 
British schooner gunboats. The American 
fleet, as well as all the land forces, were in 
comm and of Benedict Arnold, and on the 
particular date m entioned above he was on 
board of the gun schooner Royal Savage. 
During the day the schooner was attacked 
by a num ber of British vessels, and, being 
overpowered, it was decided to scuttle her. 
This was done off Valcour Island, and 
Arnold and his men escaped to the m ain­ 
land. From that day until the 10th of 
October last no attem pt had been made to 
exactly locate tbe spot where the wooden 
ribs of the Yankee schooner lay. On Octo­ 
ber 10th, of this year. Captain W . P. Duncan, 
who has just raised the steamer Pavonia, ar­ 
rived in Burlington with a gang of men from 
a trip to another lake in the vicinity, where 
they had been engaged in dock building. The 
story of the Royal Savage was told the Cap­ 
tain, and he decided to investigate. Secur­ 
ing a boat and guide, he loaded his equip­ 
ments and proceeded to the spot pointed 
out by the guide. There was thirty-five 
feet of water over the vessel, if any vessel 
could be found just there, aud soon Captain 
Duncan and his assistant were over the 
side and on the bottom. H ere he found 
the ribs, planking, parts of ancient gun- 
carriages, and a great quantity of the equip­ 
m ent of a war vessel of the olden days. 
He succeeded in securing and brought’to 
the surface cannon balls of all shapes and 
sizes, part of a gun-carriage, splendidly 
preserved, several pieces of the schooner’s 
ribs, pewter spoons and plates, in fair con­ 
dition, and m any other valuable and in­ 
teresting relics of the Royal Savage. 
Mr. 
Duncan brought them to Boston, and has 
sent a portion of them to the W ar Depart­ 
m ent at W ashington. 


T h e C o n ta g io n o f W h o o p in g C ough.— 
Tlie disease is a contagious one—that we 
all know. Its contagious material resides 
undoubtedly in the breath of the one af­ 
fected with it; it is taken up probably by 
the air during its passage over the secre­ 
tions from the throat and nose. The air 
probably retains it for a long rime, and 
these secretions usually, at the night of the 
disease, being excessive, are easily com­ 
m unicated from one child to another in 
play, by kissing, etc., or they dry and are 
finely pulverized and are scattered through­ 
out a badly ventilated room. 
During the 
whole period of excessive secretion, from 
the first week till the cough nearly disap­ 
pears, the child with whooping cough is 
capable of giving the disease to others with 
whom it comes in contact. 
Is it not almost 
criminal, then, in parents and nurses to 
take these children into open squares and 
parks, places of am usem ent where healthy 
children congregate? And yet this is done 
daily.—Dr. John Keating in Babyhood. 


S p rin g s, W e l l s a n d R iv e r s .—Each one 
of these sources has its accompanying dan­ 
gers. Only in sparsely settled countries 
can springs and wells be depended upon 
for potable water. People awakening to 
the dangers of well water seek for some 
general supply after the m anner of city 
water works, and it so happens that this 
often means flying from one danger into 
the arms of another. 
We agree w ith the 
Sanitary Era that all public water supplies 
should be purified at their source. Means 
have been peifected by which thousands 
[millions] of gallons of water can be filtered 
daily before being sent on its way through 
the pipes to the consumers. It is no small 
advautageof this m ethod, that the hydrants 
will not need frequent cleansing, to the 
great waste of water.— The Health Monthly.

He alluded to it facetiously as his straw ­ 
berry mark, and said he thought he should 
pose as the long lost brother—a term often 
throw n at us with other “ chestnuts ” from 
the m instrel stage.—Ben C. Truman in New 
York Times.

P o lic e C ourt. 
In the Police Court yesterday the case of 
M. J. Fields, arrested for battery at the in­ 
stance of his wife, was dismissed at the re­ 
quest of the prosecuting witness, against 
whom the costs were taxed 
Bob W elch, 
accused of vagrancy, was discharged....... 
Ah Own. who stole a package of cofl'ee 
from the Eldred House, and also stole a 
coat and vest belonging to the cook of that 
establishm ent, was held to answer on two 
charges of bcrglary, and his bail fixed at 
$1,000 
Mrs. E. C. Falke was tried on a 
charge of misdemeanor, in cruelly beating 
her 8 year-old boy for telling untruths and 
other misconduct. The evidence showed 
that she had been know n to pass a rope 
around the boy’s neck, throw the other 
end of the rope over a partition and haul 
him up and d o w n ; to beat him with a 
cane, etc. One witness testified that she 
had seen the child beaten until blood ran 
out of his ears. 
The defendant admitted 
punishing the boy severely, but claimed 
th at she ordinarily was kind to him , and 
that if her punishm ent had at times been 
excessive, it was because on those occa­ 
sions she was in ill-health and nervous. 
The Judge pronounced her guilty, and will 
impose sentence this morning. 


A nother A cquittal. 
In Justice Post's Court yesterday the 
three Chinese connected w ith the abduc­ 
tion of Mrs. Ah Gong several weeks ago 
were called up for exam ination on a charge 
of conspiracy, and all the cases were heard 
a t once. The evidence taken was much the 
sam e as that adduced recently at the hear­ 
ing before Justice Henley, and the Court 
decided to the same effect—th at the testi­ 
m ony did not sustain the charge and dis­ 
charged the defendants. The decision re­ 
leases the woman Dye Choy and Chin Ah 
Nong, but there are yet charges of abduc­ 
tion and falseim prisonm entpendingagainst 
Chin Ah Fee, the fellow who took the wo­ 
m an from the city and kept her concealed 
on a ranch in Hoptown, and they will come 
up for exam ination at 9:30 a . m . to-day. 
It 
w ill certainly appear very singular if no 
law can be found that will “ fit the crime,” 
for a crim e was certainly comm itted. If a 
white woman had been carried oil under 
such circumstances—and it is not an im ­ 
possibility—the people would rise up and 
m ake a law, if none could be found on the 
statute books that was compact enough to 
stand the assault with legal quibbles made 
by the attorneys. 


J ames Dops P ardoned.—T he Governor 
yesterday issued a pardon to Jam es Dods, 
who, while City Treasurer of Oakland, was 
convicted of embezzling public funds, and 
in June, 1878, sentenced to imprisonm ent 
for five years. 
Dods had but three more 
m onths to serve. 
The Mayor of Oakland, 
th e Chairm an of the Board of Supervisors 
of Alameda county, and prom inent citizens 
o f that county, petitioned for his pardon. 
H e lost the money in stock speculations, 
and at the tim e the crim e was committed 
his friends claim he was in a physical state 
entitling him to great consideration. 


A Chinese Murderer P ardoned.—Yes­ 
terday Governor Stoneman pardoned a 
Chinam an by the nam e of W ong Chee 
C hutt, who was convicted of m urder in the 
first degree in Los Angeles county, June. 
1878, and sentenced to life im prisonm ent 
The pardon was recommended by the 
State Board of Prison Directors on the 
ground that there is and was grave doubt 
of the prisoner’s guilt, the only evidence 
against him being that of two members of 
a rival Chinese company, and the pardon 
was granted on condition that he leave the 
State, never to return.

W illiam s was convicted of m urder in the 
first degree in July, 1871. in Siskiyou coun­ 
ty, for the killing of a man by the name of 
Todbunter. The commutation 
is based 
upon the ground of his extremely valuable 
services to the State in largely assisting to 
prevent a break of the prisoners during a 
fire, he being now the only one of the meri­ 
torious num ber whose claims have not 
been recognized. 
It was unanim ously rec­ 
ommended by the Prison Directors....... 
Also, Janies McCarthy’s sentence of five 
years was reduced to two and one-half 
years. 
McCarthy was convicted of grand 
larceny in San Francisco, May, 1885. The 
comm itting Judge and I’roseculing A ttor­ 
ney allege that since the trial facts have 
come to their knowledge showing that the 
sentence was much more severe than the 
circumstances warranted.

The papers of Sacramento issue hand­ 
some papers in the interest of their citrus 
fair, and make a good showing. 
The 
papers of Central California are just begin­ 
ning to adopt the m ethods that have made 
Southern California so rich and prosperous. 
It is the essence of short-sighted selfish­ 
ness for us in this part of the State to at­ 
tem pt to disparage the just claims of other 
sections. In the central portions of the 
State they have an im m ense area of foothill 
country, which, it is claimed, will grow 
citrus fruits successfully. 
If this is true, it 
simply entends the area for the produc­ 
tion of oranges, and does not detract 
from the value of the choice orange lands 
of this section. The Tribune repeats a 
former suggestion, that the counties of 
Central California will do well to establish 
agencies in Los Angelos. They bavecheap 
and desirable lands, and as three-fourths 
of all the people who are seeking homes on 
the Pacific coast come to this city, the 
other sections of California will find here 
their best recruiting ground. Every county 
of Southern California is now represented 
in Los Angeles, aud they are welcome. 
It 
is the era of good feeling, as well as of 
generous rivalry, which is a m uch inore 
hopeful sign than when one part of the 
comm unity makes a studied attem pt to 
depreciate the value of the rest. The plain, 
unadorned truth is, that any part of Cali­ 
fornia is a better place for a home than can 
be found anywhere east of the Rockies. 
There isa great flood-tide of im m igration 
rolling in upon Los Angeles and Southern 
California, and it bids fair to extend over 
the whole S tate; therefore, we heartily wish 
our friends of the “ central citrus belt ” the 
greatest success m the work that they are 
just now undertaking, in making known 
to the world the advantages to be derived 
from a location up there. Sacramento 
sends down Dr. Latham, one of her most 
enterprising citizens to studv the imm igra­ 
tion problem from this point, and we feel 
sure that his reception here should be so 
cordial and so generous that he will have 
only the kindest recollections of liis visit. 
Central California is evidently awake, and 
will be heard from in the near future. H er 
citrus exhibit has been sent on to Chicago, 
accompanied by a strong delegation from 
the several counties of that part of the 
State.

A D angerous P re d ic a m e n t to b e In, and 
How it F eels to be T h ere. 
In nil m y previous A frican experience I 
had never know n w hat it was to be in real 
danger from the attacks o f lions. T h e king 
of tva3ts had h ith erto exhibited a pro­ 
voking shyness and persistent dislike to 
cultivate m y acquaintance—so m uch so 
th a t X often used to com plain th a t I gained 
no thing from m y w ish to know th e lion at 
hom e, and th a t I m ight learn m ore about 
him in R egent’s P ark th an in th e savagest 
w ilds o f Africa. 
B ut 
ever since th e 
troubled night w hich we spent at th e 
M kuynni I ask no m ore for leonine visits, 
especially in th e darkness of th e sm all 
hours, and w ill content m yself w ith an 
occasional journey to the zoological gar­ 
dens, w here I can see this grandest o f cats 
in a safe aud com fortable cage. 
Soon after 
we had retired to rest on this occasion, 
w hen th e m en had begun to snore ro und 
th eir tires, w rapped up in dusky w hite 
clothes like so m any m um m ies, and w hen 
th e leader of th e caravan was curling h im ­ 
self snugly betw een the blankets, th e m ost 
terrific roar yon ever heard started us all 
in to sudden’w akefulncss. 
T hough th e lion 
th a t uttered it was probably forty o r fifty 
vards distant, th e sound o f his thunderous 
bellow seem ed to com e from o u r very 
m idst. I sat up in bed and looked uneasily 
about m e. but nobody com plained o f being 
eaten, so I lay dow n again, and even began 
lo th in k this very interesting and very 
African, full of local color, and so on. B ut 
now on our right and left, on eith er side of 
th e river, a chorus o f loud roaring began. 
T h e n ig h t was yet pitchy dark, for the 
m oon w ould n o t rise till the early m orning. 
W e c o i l i n o t see a; y hin g beyond the 
blaze of our cordon o f fires. 
H ow ever, 
feeling th a t it w as despicably tam e to lie 
still in bed and go to sleep w hile m y 
porters shivered w ith fear, I arose, took 
m y gun an d fired into th e bushes w here the 
ro aring w as th e loudest. 
T his, th e m en 
inform ed m e. was 
the unw isest th in g I 
could d o ; 
of course I killed nothing, 
an d th e noise of th e firearm s, instead of 
aw ing th e lions into silence, only seem ed 
to exasperate them . 
I certainly never 
heard an y th in g like th e noise they m ade. 
M y m en averred tiiat we were surrounded 
by ten beasts. I suppose they distinguished 
ten various roarings; certainly, th e next 
m orning, w hen we exam ined th e precincts 
o f ou r cam p, th e m an y foot-prints of differ­ 
ent sizes w hich w ere m arked in th e soft 
vegetable soil of the riv er bank, indicated 
unquestionably th a t a w hole troop of lions 
had been in ou r im m ediate vicinity during 
th e night. 
I noticed a curious fact con­ 
nected w ith th e unseen approach o f these 
beasts. 
W henever a lion was nearing our 
cam p, and before h e attested his vicinity 
by a roar, we were, w hen we had learned 
to read th e w arning, m ade aw are of the 
fact by th e sudden nervous tw ittering of 
the sm all birds in th e branches above.

was a trem endous diapason of fear, m ost 
sin gularly oppressive.
